Elections to the Lok Sabha were held un 3rd Januaiy, 
1980 in saturu* The Petitioner ana Lhe Respondent were 
candidates for the 11 SaUuu Parliamentary Constituency 
Seat. On 7 th January 1980 the respondent was declared 
elected On 20th rebiuary 1980 ine petiuoner tiled this 
petition asking that the respondent’s election be declared 
null and void, pnncipaiiy on lhe ground that his expenses m 
the election campaign nad not been fuiiy declared to the 
District Election Officer and that ‘he had, in tact, incurred an 
expenditure in the sum of ks. 2,39,437.31 i\, which ex- 
ceeded the permissible limit* Tho petition states that tuch 
expenditure was incurred on, hand Dills, loudspeakers, tables, 
chairs, jeeps, motor cars, lorries, uuto-ricxshaws, clotn 
banners, wail posLeis, voters’ slips and volunteers. In para- 
giaph 12 of the petition Lhe petitioner has given a break-up 
of tno aliegeu expenditure ot Rs. 2, 39, 4o 7.31 Jf In the 
affidavit ventying the petition, Lhe petitioner has staled that 
the Statements made ill the petition aie made to his own 
knowledge as also on information and belief. In the affida- 
vit of pailieuiais, the petitioner has set out the daLes and 
locations of the respondent’s public meetings, the name of 
the source fiom which lorries wore hiied by the respondent 
and their legislation numbers, a lisrt; of the volunteers, the 
name of the press at which the respondent’s voters’ cards 
were printed, and the registration number's of the cars and 
auto-rickshaws hired by Lhe respondent. 

In his written statement, after various technical defences, 
the respondent has s la Led that all election expense > which 
he incuri ed are set out iu the statement filed* He has also 
stated that lie had not appointed any election agent. It is 
contended in the written statement that expendituic in- 
curred or authorised in connection with his election by a 
political party, or other association or body ot persons, or 
any individual other than himself could liot be deemed to be 
expenditure incurred or authorised by the respondent. 

Detailed issues were framed so that what the petitioner 
appearing in person, would have to prove would be very 
dear to him. 

In the event, the petitioner lias proved noting* All that 
he said in examination-in-chief was that he contested the 
election nut to be elected but to lind some act upon which 
an election petition could be based.’ His purpose iu filing 
this petition was to remedy the defect in the election law 
whereby only Rs. l,G0,0iJU arc permitted as election ex- 
penses. The respondent had held 20 or more election meetings 
and these were held at SuLura, Wni, Vhihud, Phaltan, Korcgaon 
and other places in the constiluctficy. The respondent had dis- 
tributed 7 lakhs of voters' cards. Nearly 200 lorries brought 
people to lhe icspondenfs election meeting on 16th Januaiy 
1980, and thdi he had observed this hirmelf. The respondent 
had put up 5000 or more cloth 1 banners and 5000 or more 
wall posters containing different slogans which he had seen 
at election time. In his short cross-examination, the petitioner 
stated that he had not seen the respondent distributing the 


voting cards or putting up posters. According to him, this 
was none by volunteers. 

The lcspondenl nas not led uny evidence. 

In his uddiess, the petitioner read to me some poitions of 
the judgement in kunwarlal Gupta vs. Amarnath AIR 1973 
C. Si. 308, but failed to indicate how what he read relevant. 
He also read to me a copy of an article in a newspaper in 
it gat’d to some piuposed ordinance dealing wiLh election law. 
That was the sum total of the address. 

Mr. Desui pointed out to me that the alleged meeting of 
16th January 1980 was irrelevant to this petition because by 
■hen the election was over. He also pointed out thut a charge 
of exceeding the permissible election expenses was a charge 
of corrupt practice, such, a charge if had repeatedly been 
held, was of a quasi-criminal nature and was required to be 
proved to the hilt. 

Ear from driving his charge to the hilt, the evidence led 
by the petitioner has not even, so to say, pricked the skin. 
There is just no evidence which links the respondent with the 
tiucks, banners, posters and voting curds of which the peti- 
tioner has spoken. Theie is also, not a word on a record 
to indicate the expenses incurred by the respondent. 

Since the petitioner has failed to prove his case on merits, 
1 have not permitted arguments on the technical please raised 
by the respondent. I answer the issue thus ; — 

Issues Nos. 1 to 8 : Not urged. 

Issues Nos. 9, 10, 11, 12, 13, 14, 15, 16, 17, 18, 19, 20, 
21, 22 and 25 : In the negative. 

Issues No. 24 ; In the negative. 

In the result ; the petitioner is dismissed with costs, quanti- 
fied at Rs. 1000. 

T he respondent to recover the said sum of Rs. 1000 out of 
the moneys deposited by the petitioner in court as security 
for cosLs, The balance to be thereafter paid over to the peti- 
tioner.
